Ca l d w e l l, A pril 19th.—Two thousand 
cauip fires glim m ered along the old Reno 
trail last night from Caldwell to Rond 
creek. To-day a thousand covered wagons 
are slowly moving along the trail. The 
day was favorable and notw ithstanding the 
late heavy rains the trail was in very good 
condition. The most popular outfit is a 
strong, canvas-eove: ed wagon, drawn by 
two large, stoat horses, and the horses of 
all the boomers are in good condition. 
Some of the larger wagons have four or 
even six horses. Some parties are mounted 
on ponies and carry whole camp outfits be­ 
hind their saddles. Some are crossing the 
strip in buggies. One odd turnout is a 
large, high, old-fashioned buggy, drawn by 
two shaggy, yellow horses, w ith a colt 
hitched by its m other, and a black cow 
tied behind. The driver is a woman, and 
she drove with one band, while the olher 
supported a little child, while a shockv- 
headed youngster of 10 followed behind. 
T he woman was 
A KANSAS WIDOW , 
Seeking a home in the promised land. All 
stories to the contrary notwithstanding, it 
dues not seem there can be any trouble 
among the men who are driving over the 
trail to-day. They are as fine u body as 
ever w ent into a new country. Most of 
them are Kansas and Nebraska farmers, 
and although a gun is in every wagon and 
across every saddle bow, the owners are 
m en who will use them to keep peace, and 
not to m ake trouble. M c-t of the wagon 
boomers got out of Caldwell yesterday, and 
this m orniug there was about 4,U00of them , 
M any of them have little or no money, 
but almost all are well equipped for camp 
life. Salt Fork, Pond C'reek and all other 
stream s in the strip it is thought can be 
forded, although every one is very high. 
A ll is doubt about the chances of fording 
the Cimarron river, and a wason left Cald­ 
well last night bearing a large boat with 
w hich the owners expect to start a ferry. 


“ CANON BALL O R E E N ’’ TO TH E FRONT. 
Tiie rush of people who will try and take 
the Itock Island route between to-day and 
Monday will be so great that the company 
alm ost despairs of being able to accommo­ 
date them . One colony of 000 will leave 
W ichita to-morrow. 
General Passenger 
Agent Sebastian, as soon as he heard of pos­ 
sible tiouble at Pond Creek, telegraphed to 
W ichita that the road would furnish free 
transnortation to teams and wagons if 
tickets were sold to owners, travelers to 
provide their own 
transportation 
from 
Pond Creek. 
Manager Green of the stage line. “ Can­ 
nonball Green ” as he is known throughout 
the Southwest, is buying all the horses to 
be had here and in the neighboring coun­ 
try. 
H e shipped twenty-six to Pond Creek 
this m orning. 
Fourteen stages in addi­ 
tion to those used by the old Fort Reno 
line, which are at Pond Creek, were shipped 
from W ellington to-day. The Rock Island 
officials, who returned from Pond Creek 
this afternoon, say the report of high water 
has been greatly exaggerated, and that Cap­ 
tain Woodson reports from the frontier 
that there will be no trouble with the 
v'rtreams. 
The stream of wagons continued un­ 
abated all throueh to-day. One man who 
lives close to the bridge line kept count of 
the teams passing, and up to 4 o'clock this 
afternoon 1.153 had gone to Oklahoma. 
Four hundred team s forded Salt Fork river 
a few miles south ot the term inus of the 
Rock Island road in Indian Territory. 


LAW LESSNESS A T PC R C ELL. 


A M an H eld Up a n d R ob b ed in a P u b lic

A rkansas C itt. April 19th.—Last night 
the Old Soldiers' Union Colony of this city 
held its last meeting before going into 
O klahom a. The colony consists of 150 old 
soldiers. Of these 120 wiil leave Monday 
to look up homesteads each under soldier 
claims. The soldiers will go by train. 
They have started a wagon train of sup­ 
plies, tents, and provisions and a raft suffi­ 
ciently large to ferry all accoutrements 
across any stream between here and Okla­ 
hom a. The 
Old 
Soldiers 
Colony of 
W ichita, started ten 
wagons yesterday. 
They will enter at Caldwell. 
Land Register Dillie returned last night 
from Guthrie. H e says the roof is on his 
land office, and it will be ready for occu­ 
pancy to night. The land officers, both at 
K ingfisher and at Guthrie, held a consulta­ 
tion last night and gave out official notice 
as to the m anner in which application for 
claims should be filed. 
Two hundred land filings per day will be 
the lim it of each office. 
W ord was brought here last night from 
Purcell by a man who was there yesterday, 
that a great deal of lawlessness exists along 
the southern border of Oklahoma. 
He 
said a m an was “ held up " in the streets of 
Purcell in broad daylight, and robbed of 
$300. The boomers defy the law. They 
hare purchased or hired every available 
horse m the neighborhood, and will m ount 
and wade through the Canadian. 


T H E BOOM ER'S TRO UBLES. 


O ne 
P a w n e e B ill’s C olony W a ter-B o u n d - 
M an D row n ed . 
W ellin g to n (Kan.), April 19th.—A spe­ 
cial to the Standard, brought by a courier 
to South Haven, and from there tele­ 
phoned to this city, says that Pawnee Rill’s 
colony, consisting of 300 wagons, left 
H unnewell yesterday, and is now water- 
bound at the Salt fork of the Arkansas, 
twenty miles south of that city, in the 
Territory. W hile attem pting to ford the 
swollen and turbulent 
stream, a man 
named 
Freitber and his horses 
were 
drowned, in full view of the frightened 
colonists, who were unable to render him 
any assistance. This sad accident dem on­ 
strated that fording was ont of the question, 
and the whole colony is now engaged in 
the construction of a liuge raft, upon which 
they hope to float over to the other side, 
w ith their team3 and outfits. This after­ 
noon a train of 485 vehicles, containing 
colonists bound for Oklahoma, from Salt 
Lake valley, Utah, and points in Colorado, 
passed six miles west on their southern 
journey.

IN T R E N C H E D A N D D E sPE K A T K . 


T < » n B o o m ers R esist th e O tticers and a 
E igh t E n su es. 
W ic h it a , April 19th.—A Daily Eagle 
special from Purcell. I. T., says: 
A Chief 
Deputy Marshal at that place, with a posse, 
has all afternoon heen engaged in hunting 
for boomers in Oklahoma land opposite 
the city. They returned this afternoon 
with one party, and have now corralled in 
the woods anil ravines a party of 300. 
Intelligence has also been received there 
that an engagement took place between a 
party of onomers and the deputies, in 
which several persons were wounded. The 
boomers, who were mostly Texans it is 
said, were attacked in a barricade of logs 
and stones by deputies, and commenced 
firing. Their volleys were returned with 
spirit for some lime, but the boomers sur­ 
rendered after some had been wounded. 


ernm ent is determined to preserve order in 
O klahoma is shown by the following dis­ 
patch sent this afternoon by the W ar De­ 
partm ent to the comm anding General of 
the Division of Missouri, with headquar­ 
ters at Chicago: 
“ The President 
directs that General 
Merrit act in conjunction with the Marshals 
of the United States Courts having jurisdic­ 
tion in the country opened to settlem ent 
under the President's recent proclamation, 
to preserve peacé, and will, upon requisition 
of the Marslials or duly authorized depu- 
lies, use the troops under his corumaud to 
aid them in executing the warrants, m ak­ 
ing arrests and quelling 
any riots or 
breaches of peace that m ay occur. 
H e will 
use his influence to promote peaceandgood 
order, and will take every proper necessary 
measure to avoid any conflict of arm s be­ 
tween or with the settlers. 
He will also 
see that the laws relating to the introduc­ 
tion of ardent spirits into the Indian 
country are enforced. A carefui enforce­ 
m ent of these provisions will do very much 
to promote good order.' 


ON TO T H E P R O M ISE D L A N D . 


A Solid F ive M iles o f W ag o n s E a ter th e 
S trip a t O ue P o iu t. 
A rkansas Cit y (Kan.), April 19th.—The 
change of date for crossing the Cherokee 
strip line by the O klahom a settlers from 
the 19tk (to-day) to the 18th made the 
num ber ol wagons in the first batch to 
cross the line sm aller than it otherwise 
i would have been. Succeeding events show 
the change to have bi en a wise one. De­ 
spite the solid five miles of wagons which 
went into the strip yesterday morning, the 
influx during the rest of the day was enor­ 
mous. 
Word that the movement would 
occur to-day had become widespread to the 
north, and many settlers who 
would 
have been here for a start rem ained in 
their camps until after noon yesterday, so 
late in the day there continued to be an 
almost continuous stream of wagons on 
Sum m it street. 
Most of the afternoon ar­ 
rivals camped here last night, and pro­ 
ceeded this morning. Only a few entered 
the strip, for there is but one stream be­ 
tween here and Salt Creek Fork fit to camp 
on, and that is only five miles from the 
north line of the strip. 


T H E C A P IT A L O F O K LAH O M A. 


An A p p lica tio n by a C orporation lo r th e 
T ow n Site. 
W a sh in g to n, April 19th.—Secretary No­ 
ble to-day rendered a decision relative to 
town sites in Oklahoma, in a com m unica­ 
tion to the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, as follows : “ I am in receipt 
of your comm unication of the 15th inst., 
relative to the application of the Oklahoma 
Capital City Town Site and Im provement 
Company, asking permission to locate and 
enter certain lauds in Guthrie and King 
Fisher Land Districts, for town sites, in In ­ 
dian Territory, said application having 
been referred by the departm ent to your 
office. 
“ I concur with the views expressed by 
you in your said communication, that there 
is no authority to grant the application of 
the Oklahoma Capital City Town Site and 
Im provem ent Company to enter lands as 
now presented, and am also of the opinion 
that the provisions of the Act of March 4, 
1889, providing for entries of lands for 
town sites under Sections 2378 and 2388, 
Revised Statutes, do not apply to corpora­ 
tions of this character. Although the Pres­ 
ident m ight have power to reserve lands 
for town-site purposes, under Section 2380 
of the Revised Statutes, such reservation 
could not be made for the benefit of a cor­ 
poration of this character, but would be 
disposed of in the m anner now provided 
by law.”

M ILITA R Y O R D ER S. 


T h e T roop, to Altl the United Stele. M ar­ 
shal* In Their Duties. 


W a s h i n g t o n , April 19th.—That the Gov - 


T lie B oom er* In tren ch T h em se lv es and 
F ir e Upon th e Officer*. 
C h ica g o , April 19th.—A special dispatch 
to the Times from Purcell says: There has 
been a battle between the United States 
officers and boomers, and several of the 
latter taken prisoners. Seven of them were 
seriously 
wounded 
and 
one Deputy 
Marshal was slightly hurt. A raid was 
made by United Slates Marshals this after­ 
noon on the boomers who had disregarded 
the law and taken up claims in Oklahoma. 
For several days men on horseback and 
in wagons had been seen fording the South 
Canadian north of Purcell, and disappear­ 
ing in the timber to the eastward. Men 
who came in from hunting trips reported 
having seen large bodies of boomers mov­ 
ing in a northeasterly direction, and a 
hunter who arrived last night declared he 
had found a man plowing in a secluded 
valley about twenty miles from Purcell. 
The officers started in pursuit. About 
four miles out one of the men noticed a 
thin cloud of smoke arising above some 
cottonwoods 
to 
the 
right. 
A 
halt 
was called, 
and 
three 
of the 
patty 
reconnoitered. 
They 
discovered 
four 
wagons 
about 
300 
feet 
trom 
the 
the trail, and five men seated around the 
fire eating their dinner. These were un 
ceremoniously ordered to “ hitch up,” and 
were sent back in charge of a Deputy 
Marshal. A posse was deployed as skirm ­ 
ishers and advanced slowly several miles. 
Suddenly a shot was heard on the left and 
a bullet clipped a leaf above the head of 
one of the party. A m ínate later a volley 
rang out in front and a pony ridden by one 
of the deputies sank to the ground with a 
bullet in its head. 
The chief of deputies called out for his 
men to “charge.” 


EACH UNSLUNG HIS WINCHESTER 
And surged forward. They fired into the 
thicket and shouted like m adm en. There 
was no response for several minutes, and 
the men began to think they had dispersed 
the assailants. They soon, however, dis­ 
covered their mistake. 
A man popped up 
from behind a log and fired at them, and 
this was a signal for another fusillade from 
bis friends. 
H e retreated down the ravine 
jn st in time to escape the fire of the depu­ 
ties. who continued to advance and pum p 
their repeaters. 
H alf way down the ra­ 
vine the deputies discovered a rough barri­ 
cade of logs and brush across the entrance 
and sim ultaneously a voice exclaim ed: 
“ now g iv e it to t h e m , boys.” 
A sheet of flame poured from the barrier 
and another shower of bullets sped toward 
the officers. 
They had been sufficiently 
warned, however, and but one of their 
num ber was hit, and his wound was not 
serious. 
The chiet deputy ordered a re­ 
treat and gathered his men about him for a 
council of war. 
It was evident the barricade was heavily 
manned, and that a direct assault would 
prove disastrous, therefore it was decided 
to divide the party and attack the flank of 
the enemy. This movement brought the 
deputies directly above the barricade, and 
at a given signal they began shooting from 
the top of the ravine right into the midst 
of the boomers, who were utterly unable to 
defend themselves from snch an attack. 
Ten minutes of rapid firing ensued, then 
a cry for quarters went up from the bari- 
cade. 
“ WE SURRENDER." 
Shouted a man when the firing ceased. 
The officers were in charge of thirty pris­ 
oners, seven 
of whom 
were severely 
wounded. Two of these. Thomas Mullins 
and David W inship, will probably die. 
Mullins has a bullet in his left lung, and 
W inship 
one 
in his abdomen. 
Mar­ 
tin 
Fallon, 
of 
Gainesville. 
Texas, 
received a 
hall 
in 
his 
left 
thigh. 
John 
T. 
W hite, 
of 
Fort 
W orth, 
was 
struck 
in 
the 
shoulder. 
Samuel Dadd, of North Carolina, has a 
deep gash in his forehead. 
Edward Gra- 
bershv. of Texas, sutlers a shattered arm . 
John Young, of Louisiana, is shot through 
the shoulder. 
The prisoners, all of whom had rifles and 
revolvers and plenty of am m unition, were 
disarmed, the wounded cared for as well as 
possible under the circumstances, and a 
m arch to Purcell was taken up. 
The 
wagons and 
personal 
property of the 
boomers were destroyed. The gang were 


ALL SOUTHERNERS, MOSTLY 
From Texas, and presented a forlorn ap­ 
pearance. Their Captain, Edward McIn­ 


tosh, said he had been concealed in a ra­ 
vine for three days, and that the party was 
ouly an advance guard of a body of more 
than four hundred, who, through agents 
sent ahead, had selected their claims, aDd 
proposed to hold them with W inchester's 
against all comers. 
McIntosh and the other prisoners were 
taken to the prison pen, five miles south of 
Purcell and placed under a strong guard. 
As but oneof the Marshals was wounded 
and his injury is trifling, a charge of m urder 
cannot be brought against the men. 
They 
may be tried for resisting arrest, but the 
belief is that they will be released after 
Oklahoma is opened. 
A detalchm ert of the Fifth Cavalry is 
expected here to-morrow, and a scout will 
probably result in the discovery of many 
other outfits which are still across the 
river. 
Late to-night it is reported that a 
large num ber of Texans, who are camped 
off W ichita river, are on their way to P u r­ 
cell. This causes a fear that they wili at­ 
tem pt to rescue the prisoners. 


A ll L iq u o rs to B e Con ¡located. 
A rkansas C it y , April 
19.h.—Marshal 
Jones, of Kansas, and Needles, of Indian 
Territory, who are íd authority over the 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma, announce 
that they have instructed their deputies to 
confiscate all liquors brought into the Ter­ 
ritory. These instructions are based on 
the ruling of the Attorney-General that 
Oklahoma is within the lim its of Indian 
Territory, and the laws pertaining to the 
sale of intoxicating liquors within the Ter­ 
ritory apply to this section. 
As it ia im ­ 
possible to get liquor into Oklahoma w ith­ 
out passing through the Territory, and as 
laws against bringing liquor into any part 
of Indian Territory are very strict,’those 
thinking of going into the Territory will 
save themselves much expense and trouble 
by abandoning tbc-ir purpose. 
Eight companies of infantry and four of 
cavalry are in the territory to assist in en­ 
forcing the laws. 
A m onster meeting was held here to-day 
and a memorial addressed to the President 
and the Secretary of the Interior, setting 
forth that the reservation of 320 acres for a 
townsite for G uthrie is totally inadequate, 
and petitioning that the Secretary may per­ 
mit the entry of a eontinguous site of 320 
acres. 
A S ta m p e d e o f C a ttle . 
A rkansas Cit y , April 19th.—The A rkan­ 
sas and W alnut rivers are rising rapidly. 
The W alnut has gone up ten feet alone 
since morniug. 
Congressman Weaver, of Iowa, will ar­ 
rive to-night. 
H e says he will take up a 
claim near Guthrie. 
This morning, at Chillicoco Station, five 
hundred Texas cattle were let loose on the 
prairie. A train of boomers were passing 
at the time. The cattle stampeded the 
cattle hitched to the wagons and the latter 
were mixed up with the Texas cattle and 
lost to their owners. 
A man named W at­ 
son, from Sterling, Nebraska, in trying to 
preserve his oulfit from the enraged" cattle, 
was trampled under loot and badly injured. 
R e v e n u e C o lle c to rs 0 11 th e G ro u n d . 
L ea v en w o r th (Kan.), April I9th.—Col­ 
lector of Internal Revenue Acers to-day re­ 
ceived a telegram from Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Mason saying arrange­ 
ments had been made to give Collectors a 
sufficient force for any work necessary to 
prevent the sale of liquors in Oklahoma, 
instructing him to issue no special tax 
stamps for that district, and saying the 
Government will not perm it the sale of 
liquors there. Collector Acres has started 
eleven 
Deputy Collectors to 
Guthries. 
The intention is to have them on the 
ground in advance of the boomers and ar­ 
range to prevent the sale of liquors. 
T h ere W ill B e a G rand R u sh . 
A rkansas C it y , April 19th.—W hen the 
signal flag drops at noon sharp on Monday 
there will be a desperate land race on the 
opposite bank of the river. 
Gamblers and 
toughs declare they will let no one pass a 
certain distance who is not one of them. 
The town is full of special correspondents 
who are writing from im agination and 
against space. 
A cowboy trom Caldwell, 
who arrived late last night, says the Cim­ 
arron is very high, and that up to the tim e 
he left eighteen persons had been drowned 
trying to ford the stream. 
No definite in­ 
formation can be learned of the drowning. 
At one tim e this m orning there were over 
100 wagons on the streets. 
Score* o f R ob b ers an d G am b lers. 
W ic h it a (Kan.), A pril 1 9 th —F. R. Al­ 
bright returned to-day from the Oklahoma 
country. H e says people are flocking in by 
thousands. 
Purcell is nothing but a den 
of robbers and gamblers. 
Twenty-one 
joints, w ith a full supply of whisky, left 
here on the train this m orning for Okla­ 
hom a. A special says the soldiers expect 
to clear the whole of O klahom a by Sunday. 
Passengers are not to be allowed to alight 
from trains in Oklahoma. 
Scouts are 
leaving for the country. Several bodies 
have been fonnd along the banks of the 
Cimmaron and Canadian rivers. 
A B lood y F ig h t. 
W ellin g to n (Kan.), A pril 19th.—Boom­ 
ers are still passing through. A colony qf 
over 400 wagons from Utah and Colorado 
passed to-day bound for Oklahoma. There 
was a bloody fight on the strip yesterday in 
which four men were killed, and the fight 
is still going on. The cutting of wires in 
crossing is supposed to have precipitated 
the fight.

T H E COAST D E F E N SE VESSEL. 


T h e A p p ro p ria tio n o f # 2 .OOO,COO lueuffi 
c le u t to B niU l I t. 
W a sh in g to n, A pril 19 h —The Board of 
Burpau Officers which has been consider­ 
ing the proposals received for building an 
arm ored coast defens» vessel, has com­ 
pleted its work and rep o rts to the Secretary 
of the Navy. 
It is ui erslood the Board 
finds tbBt it is not possible to hnild a vessel 
under the lowest bid ($1.014.000) and com­ 
ply with the terms of the Act of Congress 
which fixe9 the total cost of ram 5, batteries 
and other naval structures tobe built under 
its authorization at $2.000 000. Out of this 
total am ount m ust come the rumor for the 
coast defense vessel, which is not to he 
furnished h r the contractor, and v hich will 
cost $350,000, anchors, boats, etc., end sub­ 
m arine boat, for which the proposals wete 
received some m onths ago. 
Altogether 
there would be a deficit of about $100,000 
if the lowest bid for building this powerful 
vessel was accepted. The next move of 
the Department, if the report is accepted 
by Secretary Trscy. will be to readvr-rtise 
for proposals, and if that fails to secure a 
reduction then to appeal to Congiess for an 
increase in its limits of the total cost. 


IO C G H ON T H E MORMONS.

comes from Dale county, Alabama, that 
five Mormon missionaries were severely 
whipped and driv.n from the country last 
Monday night.

STANDING i:Y THE JERSEYS. 
I have little fear of the future, near or 
distant, of the American Jersey breeder. 
T he most interesting feature of the pres­ 
ent condition of the Jersey m arket, how­ 
ever, is the evident absorption bv the 
farming and dairv interest of the large 
majority of the Jerseys sold to-aav. They 
are going just where breeders w ant them 
to go—into the hands of those who buv 
largely on their faith in the capacity and 
practical usefulness of the Jersey iii the 
butter dairy. 
Ot course breeders would 
like to get better prices, as the reward of 
their intelligent efforts in breeding; yet 
there is no field which the legitim ate 
breeder more confidently seeks for the sake 
of the Jersey’s reputation than that of 
practical service in the dairy. 
It would 
seem to be a work of supererogation to 
speak of the merits of the Jersey at this 
late date, suffice it to say that "unques­ 
tionably the Jersey will produce more 
butter on the same amount of feed than 
any other breed known. 
The Guernseys 
come nearer than any others, but they 
have not been 
so carefully developed 
for superior production. 
Farm ers may 
rely on the truth of this assertion. 
I 
know that the large udders of the Hol- 
steins are very attractive. 
I have seen 
specimens 
of 
the 
breed 
th at 
were 
very superb models in form, externally, of 
the m ilch cows;but let a farmer buv one ot 
these 30 quart cows and place her along­ 
side of a 15 quart Jersey for a competitive 
test, and 1 venture the assertion th at the 
quantity of hay and grain necessary to en­ 
able the Jersey to produce twelve pounds 
of butter a week would, if fed to the H ol­ 
stein, cause her yield to fall in three 
months to 10 quarts, with a butter capac­ 
ity of probably six pounds a week. 
Farm ­ 
ers must not lose sight of the fact that the 
most profitable butter cow is the one th at 
will make a pound of butter at the lowest 
for feed. 
I once took three quarts of pure 
m ilk of a well-bred and splendidly formed 
Holstein and set it for cream. 
I also took 
a quart and a pint of Jersey milk, to 
w hich I added a little amount of water, 
and set the m ixture for 
cream. 
The 
adulterated Jersey milk showed fifteenth 
more cream than the H olstein m ilk. There 
can be no question th at for profitable pro­ 
duction of butter the Jersey cannot be 
equalled, much less excelled, and so I am 
pleased to see farmers investing in Jersevs. 
I 
know of many farmers buying high 
grade and pure Jerseys for the butter 
dairy, and 
I 
never 
knew of an in­ 
stance of tlieir being discarded when 
once 
thoroughly tried. 
On the 
other 
hand, 1 have heard tbem say they were 
worth as much again as the ordinary cow 
of the country for 
butter production. 
There never was a tim e when so good a 
grade or quality of Jerseys could be bought 
as to-day. 
In the past ten years the breed­ 
ing community has been educated to ap­ 
preciate the inestimable value of the hull 
in all breeding problems. 
Every breeder 
has striven to have as the leader of his 
herd the very best bull he could afford to 
pay for, and with the use of such bulls the 
offspring of comparatively poor cows have 
been, so to speak, graded up to a higher 
level of merit, and the average intrinsic 
value of Jerseys bred in this country in 
the last five years is probably 100 per cent, 
sujierior to th at of animals ten or fifteen 
years ago. 
Hence it is a good time for 
farmers to buy. 
I know th at in the prac­ 
tical test of actual performance in the dairy 
the Jersey cow will not disappoint, while 
by the time th at farmers shall have built 
up their herds to a fullness that seeks a 
m arket for tlieir surplus stock, they will 
find a demand at prices th at will soon re­ 
imburse them for their outlay.— tí. W. Far- 
lee in Country Gentleman. 


PULVERIZE THE SOIL. 
A soil reduced to a fine condition and 
w ith proper depth, holds like a sponge the 
surplus water of rains and gives it to grow­ 
ing plants as they require it. 
This, how­ 
ever, is but one of the advantages of fine 
culture. 
A hard, compact soil is easily 
flooded with a heavy shower and becomes 
too dry in its absence.

convincing proofs of these different influ­ 
ences. 
Some years ago the Country Gentle­ 
man published a num ber of statements 
bearing on the subject. 
Among others, W. 
F. Brown stated th at in a locality where 
farmers had nearly given up wheat raising 
on account of the poor crops, a young 
farmer concluded he would try once more 
on a small scale, and give up sowing wheat 
if he failed. 
H e nut in two acres on trial, 
and resolved to do his best. 
H e plowed 
early,dragged and rolled,and m adethesoil 
like a garden. 
T he consequence was that 
he obtained fifty-eight bushels of excellent 
wheat from the two acres, although the 
season was a bad one. 
Subsequently, he 
sowed seven acres; then twelve, twenty 
and thirty, and none of the crops averaged 
less than twenty-five bushels to the acre, 
under 
the 
improved treatm ent given. 
O ther experiments were equally successful, 
and several correspondents rejiorted nearly 
the same management with the same re­ 
sults, one of whom described his course in 
“going several times over the ground,” 
in which the harrow, roller, plank drag 
and common harrow were used in connec­ 
tion with plowing; 
and the conclusion 
was drawn th at one dollar an acre with 
such implements will add from five to ten 
bushels jier acre to the wheat crop. 


•SALT FOR DAIRY COWS. 
Salt ought at all times to enter into the 
food of the dairy cow, says the South Afri­ 
can Agriculturist, and it should be kept 
where she can partake of it in any quan­ 
tity desired. 
Salt enters largely into the 
mineral elements of milk, and, as these 
elements 
are in scanty proportion in 
young grass, it is therefore most needed in 
the spring and the early part of summer. 
Roth the quantity and the quality of 
milk are considerably affected by w ith­ 
holding salt until the cow gets hungry for 
it. 
Cows in full-milk require more salt 
than at other times, and those which give 
the most milk require the most salt. 
In 
some experim ents it was found by letting 
cows used to getting salt go w ithout it for 
five days th at they fell oft in their milk 2 
jier cent, in quantity and 7 per cent, in 
quality, a loss of 9 per cent, in the value of 
the cow’s usual returns. 
A supply of salt 
at once restored the m ilk to its usual stand­ 
ard. 
HOW SEEDS SPREAD. 
Some years ago it is said that a citizen 
of California imported from the East the 
seed of the old-fashioned dandelion. 
H e 
wanted something to remind him of his 
early home. 
Like the man who imported 
the sparrow, he did worse than he knew. 
The sparrow is everyw here; so is the 
dandelion. 
The seed drifts in the wind, 
like th at of the thistle; the down is built 
into the nests of birds, and every seed 


which gets a lodgments on a lawn or grass- 
plot will. in due time, produce a million 
more. ^ Now the solitary dandelion is very 
attractive in bloom, and hardly less so 
when after the blossom theganze globe ap­ 
pears and a few days afterward goes sailing 
ofl before the wind like a small balloon. 
But the citizen who is forced to dig up his 
lawn because a million dandelion roots 
have strangled the grass, will utter no 
benediction over this rich golden blossom. 


GRAPE ROT. 
A \ ineland, N. J., correspondent of the 
Country Gentleman, w rites: 
Colonel A. W. 
Pearson, of this place, has recently given 
our fruit farmers a valuable lecture on the 
grape rot. 
He lias been experim enting 
lor two or three years in connection w ith 
the Departm ent at W ashington, and under 
the observation of agents from France, 
where the black rot has lately appeared. 
1 he results show th at the black-rot fungus 
is best controlled by spraying the vines 
early in the season, before vegetation starts, 
with a strong solution of sulphate of iron, 
say two pounds of copperas to a gallon of 
hot water. 
After the vineyard is plowed 
in May, top-dress with 
slacked lime. 
5\ hen the vine is setting its clusters, and 
liefore opening its blossoms, sprav with 
Bordeaux m ixture, which is made by dis­ 
solving six pounds of sulphate of copper, 
sav in six gallons of boiling water ; in an­ 
other vessel slack four pounds of new 
lime in four gallons of w ater; mix the 
two solutions and dilute with water suffici­ 
ent to make twenty-two gallons of the 
liquid. 
Repeat the spraying every three 
or four weeks, less frequently in dry than 
in wet weather. 
Colonel Pearson says he 
saved 90 per cent, of bis grapes by this 
spraying. 
It is not necessary to drench 
the vines, and the spraying is less expen­ 
sive than bagging. 


USE THOROUGHBRED MALES. 
_ A writer in a poultry magazine says: 
The farmers who have not heeded any ad­ 
vice aliout getting a thoroughbred cock to 
mate with their common hens, had better 
buy a sitting of eggs and raise a few roost­ 
ers and pullets for use this season. 
You 
certainly cannot afford to go on another 
year breeding from mongrel roosters when 
a thoroughbred, ol one of the larger breeds, 
will add one-tfiird to the size and m arket 
value of the chickens raised the first vear ; 
or wheu by the use of a thoroughbred' Leg­ 
horn, H am burg or H oudan cock you can 
raise pullets that out-do common "hens in 
egg production. 
Eggs from thoroughbred 
fowls can be obtained at reasonable prices 
and such an investment will pay. 


MARKETING DRIED FRUIT. 
A fruit-grower asks : 
“W hat would be 
the most marketable weight of dried fruit 
to put into a box ?” 
Tiie proper quantity 
of dried fruit to be packed into a box Ls 
either twenty-five or fifty pounds. 
The 
box should be as small as it is possible to 
make it and have it hold twenty-five or 
fifty pounds of dried fruit, which should 
be packed in very solid under pressure, 
using a screw press for the purpose. 
This 
m ethod of close packing in a small pack­ 
age will prevent in a great measure the 
loss caused by worms working in fruit.— 
C alf : i i Fruit-Grower.

T h e y a r e N ow M alle to O rrte r b y C h e a '- 
log; A rab s. 
Zenas Madder, of Beilin, w riting to the 
Detroit Journal, says: 
I find that it is no longer necessary to 
go digging in the musty catacombs’ for 
Raineses ¿ir any of h is ' contemporaries. 
W e can have them made to order by two 
very clever Arabs, who will furnish kings, 
queens, and princes at very reasonable 
figures. 
I have had the distinguished 
honor of Iieing presented while this m anu­ 
facture astonished my eyes. 
A dead man 
was brought into the shop at Gournah, on 
the Nile. 
I think the Arabs paid three 
shillings for him , or in the native money 
what three 
shillings would 
represent. 
The body was put on a slab and the 
entrails were removed. 
The brain was 
drawn through the nostrils in precisely the 
same manner as Herodotus describes the 
embalming process in his Euterpe. 
After 
th at the corpse was thrown rudely into a 
largely vat of brine. 
After rem aining 
there for a period of fifteen days it was re­ 
moved and bung by the heels from a 
rafter. 
A small brazier was put under the 
bead and filled with some sort of sweet­ 
smelling wood and fired. 
A fter this all 
the doors were closed and the corpse 
smoked like a ham. 
In ten hours this operation was com­ 
pleted, and I beheld a most rem arkable 
change. 
The liody had turned almost 
black. 
It was shrunken fully one-third. 
The features were pinched just'iike those of 
a mummy, and it bore the appearance of 
great age. 
Some arom atic drugs, the na­ 
ture of which I did not learn, were then 
prepared, and the corpse was filled with 
them, and by the same process th at the 
brains were removed the skull is filled 
with a gummy substance smelling like san­ 
dalwood. 
A mummy case made the dav 
before, but looking ready to fall apart from 
very age, was produced, and the corpse of 
the peasant, previously painted and gilded, 
was put in it, and a long scroll of parch­ 
m ent was prepared by one of the rogues, 
giving a history of the dead man’s deeds 
some time during the reign of Thotmes, 
about 1450 B. C., when, in fact, he was a 
few days before gasping out his last breath 
on the burning sands near Gournah. 
The 
body I saw prepared sold, I think, for £40 
to the Academie des Sciences in Paris. 


T he C hinook. 
Chinook is the name give by the Indi­ 
ans of the upper Columbia to a warm wind 
th at blows from the Japan current and 
striking the Oregon coast on the northwest 
sweeps across the continent. T he Chinook 
Indians lived on the lower Columbia, and 
this wind coming from the direction of 
their home, caused it to be called Chinook 
from the land of the Chinooks.

The birthday of Jefferson has been cele­ 
brated with unexampled prominence in 1U,U 
all the great cities East and West. 
It is a ! 
curious fact that he persistently refused to 
the hour of liis death to disclose the date 
of liis nativity. 
Consequently during liis 
life there was no opportunity to eommem- 
orate this im portant event. 
It is just 146 
years since Thomas Jefferson was born in 
Albemarle county. V irginia, and 89 since 
the Democratic party came into existence 
by him through the Revolution of 1S00- 
It was not until 1826, the fiftieth anniver­ 
sary of the Declaration of Indejiendence, 
that the fact became known, giving the 
exact date of liis birth. 
From that time 
until the civil war, this famous day in 
A pril was never allowed to pass iu city or 
ham let w ithout processions and dinners 
and great rejoicing. 
Andrew Jackson and 
the battle of New Orleans pushed it to 
some extent out of the patriotic calender, 
and in recent years the memory of the 
second Democratic President has received ' 
more honor than th at of his im m ortal p re -! 
decessor. 
Shortly after his inauguration 
in 1801 the M ayor and corporation of; 
W ashington begged that lie would let ; 
them know the momentous date, but he 
was olistinate. 
H is reply to them shows 
the lofty hight of iris patriotism : “ The 
only birthday which I recognize,” said he, 
“is that of my country’s liberties.” 
Two years later a body of Jeffersonian 
Democrats in Boston were anxious to cele­ 
brate the event. 
They, of course, did not 
know the time and sought to discover it 
through Levi Lincoln, who was then in 
the Cabinet of Jefferson as A ttorney-G en­ 
eral, 
The great patriot wrote from Mon- 
tieello to Mr. Lincolu these memorable 
w ords: 
“ Disapproving myself of transferring 
th e honors and veneration of the great 
birthday of our Republic to any individ­ 
ual, or of dividing them with individuals, 
I have declined letting my own birthday 
be known, and have engaged my family 
not to communicate it. 
This has been the 
uniform answer to every application of the 
kind.” 
Celebrations of this character were far 
inore numerous in the early days of the 
Republic than they are at present. 
It was 
au era of hero worship. 
Every February 
brought to President W ashington a crop of 
“ birthday odes” as large as the present 
“output” of spring poetry. 
There were 
Adams and Jay and Ham ilton birthday 
commemorations. 
Jeflersou saw in this 
personal idolatry a germ of aristocratic 
distinction. 
H e believed th a t it trended 
too closely on the artificial forms of impe­ 
rial governments; th at it was unworthy of j 
American freemen, and had a tendency to 
underm ine the institutions of pure democ­ 
racy. 
A t the urgent request of W ashington, 
Jefferson came to New York in 1790 to 
accept the position of Secretary of State. 
I remember in my boyhood seeing the 
little house, No. 57 Maiden Lane, where 
he lived. 
No trace of it is now left. 
Not 
far away in Pine street was H am ilton’s 
home, and near W all, in Nassau street, 
was the palatial residence of Aaron Burr, 
with its large garden and splendid grape­ 
ries. 
The salary was $3,500 a year, $500 
more than the other Cabinet officers re­ 
ceived. A line and a half in the principal 
newspaper of that day told of his arrival. 
H e spoke of bis warm reception in New 
York, lint was annoyed at the aristocratic 
tone of society, and the almost universal 
feeling among its leaders that “ while the 
new Government was good enough, it was 
only a stepping-stone to something better,” 
in the way of a monarchy. 


RHODE ISLAND’S NEW SENATOR. 
A fter a prolonged contest N athan F. 
Dixon has been elected to take the place 
of Senator Chace, resigned. 
H e served 
one month in the House a few years ago 
to fill an unexpired term, and attracted 
the attention of newspaper men at the 
time by his fine bearing and speaking 
eyes. 
Chace was a quaint looking char­ 
acter with his broad-brimmed hat and 
Quaker clothing, and while a man of fair 
abilities and universally respected, his re­ 
tirem ent makes no loss in the intellectual 
character 
of the 
Senate. 
For 
three- 
quarters 
of 
a 
century 
the 
Dixons 
liave 
been 
a 
power 
in 
this 
little 
but 
most 
prosperous 
State, 
and 
for 
generations they have 
borne the name 
of N athan Fellows Dixon. 
They have 
all Leen 
graduates 
of 
Brown 
U ni­ 
versity, and at some tim e or other they 
have occupied seats in the N ational Senate 
or the House. 
The grandfather of the 
present N athan was in the General As- ! 
sembly of Rhode Island for twenty years j 
uninterruptedly, and went to the U nited 
States Senate in 1839, where he proved 
htmself, as will be seen from Benton’s 
T hirty Years’ View, a commanding figure. 
H is son was elected to the House in 1849 
and then again in 1863, being repeatedly 
re-elected until he declined further ser­ 
vice. 
A ldrich and Dixon are the two 
youngest men ever in the Senate from this 
old State, and I am confident the latter 
will prove himself, as the former already 
has, worthy of the best days of that once 
grand body. 


EDMUND RANDOLPH. 
A new edition of Moncure D. Conway’s 
volume on this great V irginian entitled 
“Om itted Chapters of H istory,” has been 
called for, and I am confident the awful 
cloud which for a hundred years has been 
resting on the name and fame of Randolph 
is about to be cleared and ample justice 
done his 
memory. 
W ashington’s treat­ 
ment 
of 
his 
Attorney-General 
and 
Secretary 
of 
State 
is 
a 
dark 
blot on his life and no advance of time 
will be able to obliterate the stain. 
His 
Treasury accounts to this day remain un­ 
settled, although from the alleged debt the 
Government gained $7,000 more than the 
original amount called for and interest. 
W ithin a few days I have called the at­ 
tention of Hon. John W . Daniel, Senator 
from V irginia, to the great wrong done ' 
this em inent hero of the Revolution, and

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POLITICAL EPOCHS. 


BEV0LÜTI03S IN THE POLITICAL 
BRANCH OF GOVERNMENT. 


The Oscillations Which the Political 
Pendulum Has Made Within 
the Past Century. 


There have been many changes in the 
politics of the executive branch of the 
Government in the hundred years which 
have passed since the nation’s existence be­ 
gan under the Constitution. All of them 
involved a complete revolution in the 
policy under which public affairs were 
conducted. 
Each of these changes form a 
conspicuous 
landmark in the political 
vista—each constitutes a well-defined epoch 
in the country’s history. 
The changes referred to are here termed 
revolutions. The term is correct, although 
used in a different sense from that for 
which it stands in European minds. They 
involved no change of dynasty, and, ex­ 
cept in one instance, produced no social or 
political cataclysm. They were merely a 
transfer of power from one body of citizens 
to another, and were contemplated by the 
men who formed ihe Constitution, as well 
as brought about by agencies created by 
the nation’s great charter itself. 


PE A CEFU L REVOLUTIONS. 
How, when and by whom were these 
revolutions wrought? The question may 
seem to he a small one. 
In reality, how­ 
ever, it is large, and the answer to it in­ 
volves consideration of the history and 
policy of the political parties which have 
arisen during the country’s existence and 
the record of tlie country's leading states­ 
men and publicists. The answer, in fact, 
will be a resume of the political life of the 
nation from the beginning. 
Party, in the present sense, was unknown 
in this country until over a dozen years 
after the close of the war for independence. 
During that struggle the Whigs were 
those who sought separation from Great 
Britain, and the Tories were those who 
opposed it. 
These were the designations 
sometimes applied to the divisions into 
which the people of the colonies were 
thrown. 
W hig then was only another 
name for patriot, and Tory simply a 
euphemism for traitor. 
The debates in the Convention which 
fiamed the Constitution revealed a differ­ 
ence in sentiment as to the strength and 
scope of the authority to be granted the 
Government. Those who favored a strong 
‘•entnil Government, with the powers and 
prerogatives of the States relatively re­ 
stricted, came to be called Federalists, 
while those who took the opposite ground, 
’ desired decentralization, with the 
and 
States relatively strong and independent, 
were classed as Anti-Federalists. 
This 
was the germ of the party divisions into 
which the people have aligned themselves. 
Another advance in party development 
was reached when, a year or two after the 
formation of the Constitution, the Anti­ 
Federalists, realizing the inappropriate­ 
ness of their party name any longer, 
dropped it, and soon after became known 
first as Demoeratic-Republicans, and then 
as Republicans. 


FEDERALISTS AND ANTI-FEDERALISTS. 
The leading Federalists were Washing­ 
ton, Hamilton and Adams. 
The most 
conspicuous Republicans were Jefferson, 
Madison and George Clinton. 
A few 
words will he necessary right here to pre­ 
vent misunderstanding. The term Re­ 
publican, applied to party, as used during 
the first quarter of this century, had a 
widely different meaning from that which 
it has conveyed for the past thirty-five 
years. This fact must be made plain now. 
Party names die, but principles are eter­ 
nal. The Federalists of 1789-1816, the 
Loose Constructionists of 1817-26, the Na­ 
tional Republicans of 1826-32, the Whigs 
of 1833-53 and the Republicans of 1854-89 
favor a strong central government, i broad 
interpretation of the Constitution, an ade­ 
quate protective tariff and liberal internal 
improvements. 
The Republicans of 1796­ 
1823, the Strict Constructionists of 1824 
and the Democrats of 1825-89 op[<osed all 
those. This is the touchstone by which 
party identity must be determined. 
Here 
is the line of descent along which party 
lineage must l>e traced. 
Here is the broad line of deinarkation 
which has separated the parties front the 
beginning of the Government. 
Unless 
this distinquishing mark is kept cleaily 
in mind the nomenclature of political par­ 
ties will he misleading and unsatisfactory. 
11 those men were living and retained the 
views which they held during the time in 
which they were a power in the country, 
Washington, the Federalist of 1788; John 
Quincy Adams, the Loose Constructionist 
of 1824; Clay, the National Republican of 
1832 and the W hig of a subsequent per­ 
iod, would he Republicans now; while 
Jefferson, the Republican of 1795; Jack­ 
son, the S.riet Constructionist of 1824 and 
the Democrat of a later era, would he Dem­ 
ocrats to-duv. 


T H R E E FED ERA LIST PRESIDENTS. 
The Federalists triumphed in the first 
three Presidential elections. There was 
no opposition to Washington in either 1788 
or 1792, while that against John Adams, 
who was chosen President in 1796, was 
overcome. This was the last triumph of 
the Federal party in a National canvass. 
In 1800 the day of doom came for the 
Federalists. 
President Adams’ policy to­ 
ward France partially antagonized Hamil­ 
ton anda large section of the party, and the 
alien and sedition laws—the former of 
which authorized the President to sent out 
of the country all foreigners whose con­ 
spiracies might embroil the Government 
in foreign war, and the latter of which 
forbade conspiracies against the Govern­ 
ment and all publications designed to 
tiring it into disrepute, re|»elled many 
Federalists, and correspondingly strength­ 
ened the Jeffersonians. 
These influences 
defeated Adams in his attempt to secure 
re-election in 1800, and put Jefferson in 
the Presidential chair. 


For nearly a quarter of a century the 
Jeffersonians had no difficulty in retaining 
power. 
From 1800 onward, for election 
after election, their sway was virtually 
undisputed. 
Practically speaking, each 
President named his successor. Jefferson, 
Madison and Monroe each was chosen for 
two terms, the latter for his second term. 
In the election of 1820, at which only 
one 
electoral 
vote 
was cast against 
Monroe, party lines were obliterated. The 
Federal party had been dead three years, 
and the Jeffersonians, or Republicans—that 
is to say, the Democrats of that day—find­ 
ing nobody to combat, began to lose the 
incentive for exertion which opposition 
always brings. 
Elements were gathering coherency and 
force, however, which were destined to 
defeat the all-powerful Jeffersonians. 
Al­ 
though the Federal party died soon after 
the canvass of 1816, the principles for 
which it stood survived. The opponents 
of the Jeffersonians began to call them­ 
selves Loose Constructionists in 1817, and 
Henry Clay first and John Quincy Adams 
later became their leaders. This party 
favored, as the Federalists had done, and 
as the National Republicans, Whigs and 
Republicans afterwards did, a free inter­ 
pretation of the Constitution. The oppo­ 
site party, or Jeffersonians, eventually 
became known for the time being, as the 
Strict Constructionists. These were the 
party designations when the lines were 
drawn in the Presidential canvass of 1824. 


T1IE FEDERALISTS IN POW ER AGAIN. 
In the national campaign of 1824 the 
political pendulum took another swing. 
The motion had not the momentum nor 
did it extend so far as that of the year 
1800. But it was a swing, and it was back 
toward the ground which had lieen occu­ 
pied by the old Federal party. The Jefier­ 
sonians were defeated after an uninter­ 
rupted sway of twenty-four years in the 
Executive branch of the Government, a 
period of unbroken control never equaled 
in duration except by the Republican 
party of a later day, 'in its exercise of 
power from 1860 to 1884.

dates by either nartv in 1824. 
The Loose 
Constuctionists were divided on John 
Quincy Adams and Henry Clay for Presi­ 
dent, and the Strict Constructionists were 
similarly divided on Andrew Jackson and 
William II. Crawford. Jackson obtained 
99 Electoral votes, Adams 84, Crawford 41 
and Clay 37. 
No candidate having a ma­ 
jority, the election was thrown into the 
House of Representatives, when Clay 
transferred his support to Adams and 
elected him. 
The period of the sway of the Jefferson­ 
ians, like that of the dominance of the 
Federalists, had been stirring and glorious. 
Iu the twelve years of Federal rule the 
population of the country had grown from 
3,000,000 to 5,300,000, and the number of 
States had been increased to sixteen by 
the admission of Kentucky, Vermont and 
Tennessee. 
In the twenty-four years of 
the power of the Jeffersonians the popula­ 
tion of the country doubled, the area of the 
country was largely increased by the big 
Louisiana purchase and the acquisition of 
Florida, and the number of States grew to 
twenty-four by the elevation of Ohio, 
Louisiana, Indiana, Mississippi, Illinois, 
Alabama, Maine and Missouri to State­ 
hood. 
W ithin the days of Jeffersonian 
supremacy, also, the second war against 
Great Britain was fought and the Missouri 
compromise adopted. 
The duration of the rule of the Loose 
Constructionists was short, lasting only 
four years. The Adams and Clay factions 
of the party had in the meantime united, 
taking the name of National Republicans.

The vilest and most atrocious accusations 
were brought against Adams, the candi­ 
date of the National Republicans, and 
Jackson, the Democratic standard bearer, 
the falsity of which has often been ex­ 
posed since then, hut which had an influ­ 
ence at that time. 
To President Adams himself was largely 
due the responsibility for his own defeat 
for re-election. 
Many of the most in­ 
fluential Federal officials were secretly, 
and some of them openly, working in 
favor of his opponent. 
Adams knew this, 
and yet. with a noble self-sacrifice and de­ 
votion to public interests which clung to 
him throughout his whole public career, 
he sunk the politician in the patriot and 
refused 
to remove them 
on personal 
grounds. 
They performed the duties 
of their 
posts 
acceptably, 
therefore 
they were 
left 
undisturbed 
to em­ 
ploy the patronage of the Government 
against the Government's Executive. He 
was even more conspicuously lacking in 
tact than his father, the second President, 
had been. 
His rugged and unyielding 
honesty repelled many of his warmest ad­ 
mirers. 
He made no compromises with 
conscience. He scorned the petty artifices 
of the mere party worker. To retain a 
friend or conciliate an enemy he would 
not turn a hair’s breadth from the course 
which his judgment marked out.

f i r s t p o l i t i c a l r e v o l u t i o n . 
The election of 1800 was the first politi­ 
cal revolution which the country had 
known. 
For twelve years the Federalists 
liad been in control in the executive branch 
of the Government. In their management 
of public affairs they had been wonderfully 
successful. They had put the wheels of 
Government in motion, devised a system 
of finance which, in its larger features, has 
remained in vogue to the present day, and 
marked out lines along which public htt-i- 
ness will undoubtedly he conducted for 
centuries to come. 
In constructive ability 
the Federalists have never been equaled 
except by the Republicans during thecivil 
war period of 1861-65. The party, how­ 
ever, lacked discipline 
and coherency. 
Adams’ want of tact, Hamilton’s imperi­ 
ousness, and the petty jealousy which each 
felt toward the other, made its defeat by 
the Jefiersonians in 1800 a comparatively 
easy task. 
After its first reverse the wreck of the 
Federal 
party 
soon became 
complete. 
Adams’ 
retirement 
u;»on his defeat in 
1S00, the killing of Hamilton by Burr in 
a duel four years later, thus depriving the 
party of the services of two of its most 
illustrious chieftains, and the unpatriotic 
attitude which it took in the War of 1812, 
finished the business for the Federalists. 
They never won an election after that of 
1796, and, with the 
close of the Pres­ 
idential canvass of 1816, the party col­ 
la psed. 
The Federalists were defeated and dis­ 
credited, their teachings, in some degree 
at least, were repudiated, and the political 
pendulum swung in the opposite direc­ 
tion. 


T H IR D POLI TICA I. REVOLUTION. 
The Democratic victory of 1828 was the 
third political revolution which had been 
brought about in the Executive branch of 
the Government. 
For the twelve years 
following that party retained control of 
public affairs, choosing Jackson to the 
Presidency for a second time, in 1832, and 
sending Van Buren, his political heir, to 
the W hite House in 1836. 
W ithin the twelve years of Democratic 
supremacy, beginning in 1S2S, a great deal 
of history was made. 
The National Re­ 
publican party, which was bom in 1826, 
died after its defeat in the Presidential 
canvass of 1832, when led by Clav, and the 
Whig party was built upon its ruins. 
In 
1832 the Anti-Masonic party appeared 
in the national canvass, with William 
Wirt as its Presidential candidate. The 
organization opposed the election of Ma­ 
sons to office. 
In other respects its princi­ 
ples were the same as those of the National 
Republicans of that year and of the Whig 
party, which was born in 1833. The 
Anti-Masons, as a party, never took part 
in another canvas-, hut united with the 
National Republicans 
in forming the 
Whig organization. 
This is a summary of the changes in 
party names and organization which took 
place between 1828, when the Democrats 
entered power under Jackson, and 1840, 
when they went out of power under Van 
Buren. 
W ithin the period named several new 
issues were injected into jiolitics. Jack­ 
son’s opposition to the national hank 
scheme was the pet project of the Demo­ 
crats, and the extension of the tariff and 
internal improvement idea were the lead­ 
ing questions advocated by the Whigs. 
Four other important events occurred 
also within the twelve-year period of Dem-

T H E SIXTH REVOLUTION. 
The W hig victory in 1848 was the sixth 
revolution which had been achieved in the 
Executive branch of the Government. 
This triumph had been gained by a policy 
of evasion. The party was hopelessly 
divided on the slavery question. 
In the 
hope of gaining power, therefore, it se­ 
lected a cfeizen of a slave State, Zachary 
Taylor, w.’io was a mere soldier, with no 
political ;••cord to explain away, and it 
adopted no 
platfoim. 
But even this 
shuffling aid trickery would not have 
availed the Whigs, had not aid come at 
an opportune time and from an unexpected 
quarter. The Democratic National Con­ 
vention having nominated Lewis Cass, 
thus slighting ex-President Martin Van 
Buren, the latter “got even” by accepting 
the nomination of the Free Soil party, 
bringing over m New York to that organ­ 
ization the Barnburner element of the 
Democracy, which opposed tiie extension 
of slavery into the Territories. This gave 
the State to Taylor, and made him Presi­ 
dent. Thus for the second time had the 
vote of New York been decisive in a na­ 
tional canvass. The four-year periods of

TENTH AND LAST REVOLUTION. 
The Republican victory in 1888 marks 
the tenth and latest swing which the par­ 
tisan pendulum has taken in the century 
which has just closed, of the Government’s 
life under the Constitution. The issue 
which the Democrats raised to lengthen 
and strengthen their hold on power—the 
tariff—was the very issue which drove 
them out of power. ) 


FU TURE PROBABILITIES. 
Here is the record of the political revo­ 
lutions which have occurred in the past 
100 years. Ten of them in all have taken 
place, and thev happened in these wars: 
1800, 1824, 1828, 1840, 1844, 1848, '1852, 
I860, 1884 and 1888. 
The length of time 
between each two varies from four years to 
twenty-four. 
Five of these periods of 
power extended only four years each, one 
lasted for eight years, two each for twelve 
and two each for twenty-four. Averages 
in this ease would tie useless as a basis for 
prognostications for the future—hut even 
the most cursory and superficial inquiry 
into political history will show that the 
conditions which fed to the long period of 
sway of the Jeffersonian party from 1800 
to 1824, and of the Republicans front 1860 
to 1884, are altogether extraordinary, and 
not likely to oecur again within the next 
half or three-quarters of a century. Prob­ 
abilities in the future point to short peri-

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A DANGEROUS AGENCY. 


At the Medical Convention held in San 
Francisco this week, one of the regular 
essayists took up the subject of hypnotism, 
and treated of the dangers that threaten 
those who perm it themselves to become 
“ exhibition subjects” of electro-biologists 
and hypnotizers. 
According to this physi­ 
cian 
the mesmeric and sim ilar states 
should not he trilled with, and are fraught 
w ith a great deal of danger. 
The sus- 
cess of the operator is dependent upon 
th e extent to which the “ subject” is tem ­ 
porarily deprived of his reason and voli­ 
tion, for which are substituted those of the 
operator. 
The restoration of the subject 
is attended with more or less difficulty, 
and w ith each subjection to the operator 
the power becomes feebler. 
As a eonse- 
quence the approach to insanity is closer 
and closer as one is more and more oper­ 
ated upon. 
The essayist proceeds to say : 


The exhibitions are against public m oralsand 
should be prohibited. The persons who thought­ 
lessly subject them selves to the m anipulation 
o f th - m esm erist have no conception of the 
harm they are incurring. In Germ any and Italy 
public exhibitions of hypnotism are forbidden 
by law. A m ovem ent is also on foot iu Frauce 
to interdict them . 
The em inent Charcot of 
Paris, him self a close investigator into this 
c la 's of phenom ena, calis attention to its d an­ 
gers, saying: 
Mediciue has tallen possession 
of hypnotism , and it is only through her that 
such an agent can be m ade use of to m ankind 
and prevented from working injury to th e hu ­ 
m an race.” M audsley rem arks in the sam e 
w arning voice: “ It is not a m ere) harm less 
am u.-em eut for one who is susceptible to the 
hypnotic trance to sutler fcimseli to be fre­ 
quently practiced upon, for there is danger of 
his m ind beiug weakened tem porarily or per­ 
m anently. A lter com ing out of th e trance, a 
little w hile m ust elapse before his will recovers 
its power, he rem ains unduly susceptible to the 
suggestions of others and too easily influenced 
by com m ands. 
In the end he is likely to lose 
all control over his ow n m ind and to become 
insane.” 


It has been a m atter that has occasioned 
surprise that physicians have not spoken 
thus ireely upon this subject earlier. 
P er­ 
haps, however, they have been restrained 
by the fear th at the public would deem 
them interm eddlers and jealous of the suc­ 
cess of the hypnotizers. 
The world is 
often disposed to look upon the voluntary 
advice of the medical fraternity as opposi­ 
tion to progress, or at least as excessive 
conservatism. 
But as a rule the profes­ 
sion, in its public councils, in its magazine 
literature and through Boards of H ealth, 
has rightly advised and safely guided the 
public. 
It has been our thought, on wit­ 
nessing the exhibitions of these operators 
in mesmerism and electro-biologv, th at the 
subjects were exjiosed to dangers th at the ! 
cautious man would avoid and th a t the 1 
nervous and susceptible should not be ex­ 
posed to. 
It is a fact fam iliar to all who ' 
have witnessed these experim ents th at the ’ 
subjects most easily controlled are, as we ¡ 
have said, more readily brought under the 
influence of the operator the more they 
subm it themselves to his influence. H yp­ 
notism certainly is an agency th at should 
not be left to the use of whosoever chooses 
to experim ent with it. 
As it affects the 
m ental state and subjects the reason to an 
extent that makes the person influenced by 
it the passive instrum ent of another’s will" 
it is easy to understand how dangerous a 
weapon it is, and that, like dealing in poi­ 
sons, it should be brought w ithin the con­ 
trol of the law. 
W hen em inent phy­ 
sicians, who have made the phenomenon re­ 
ferred to a profound study, gravely tell us 
th a t it is an edged tool, and should, even 
by the most careful, be handled with the 
utm ost care, and only then after a full 
knowledge of the physical and mental 
condition of the “ subject ” operated upon, 
it behooves society to give attention to the 
advice and to prohibit promiscuous and 
unskilled experim enting with it, or its use 
as an amusement. 
As the President of 
the Convention well said : 


An agent so uncertain and of so lim ited ap­ 
plication lioida out but little promise of ultim ate 
therapeutic value. Of its potential evils, how ­ 
ever, if left in the hands ol ignorant charlatans, 
there can be no doubt. 
In a person of weak

protecting Germans, and to enabling them 
to develop their commercial interests. 
Accepting th at as the new policy of the 
Im perial Government, the claim for in­ 
dem nity for the loss of life in the battle of 
December last is abandoned, for th e Chan­ 
cellor adds th at hereafter commanders of 
G erm an war ships must not obey the com­ 
mands or acquiesce in the requests of 
Consuls, w ithout themselves exam ining 
into the case in hand, and into the 
laws bearing upon it, and for themselves 
determ ining w hat is wise to be done. And 
■as reason for this order, the Prince refers 
to the Samoan battle as resulting from 
compliance by the naval force, w ith the 
unauthorized request of Consul Knappe, 
w hich occasioned great loss of life and put 
in jeopardy the friendly relations existing 
between America and Germany. 
All of 
which is, to say the least, exceedingly sur­ 
prising. 
Knappe is made a pitiful scape­ 
goat and Bismarck bows to the judgm ent 
of civilization. 
There remains but little 
more to be done by Germany, and th at is 
to return M alietoa from his enforced exile 
and indemnify him for i t ; recognize Ma- 
taafa as rightfully in authority and enter 
into a compact w ith itself th at it will not 
again attem pt to seize Pacific islands in 
w hich America and England are equally 
w ith Germany interested, until it has 
fathomed the sentim ent of the English­ 
speaking countries and ascertained w hether 
its schemes comport witli the ideas of 
justice by them entertained. 
The lesson 
to us of G erm any’s hum iliation is a simple 
one—that a firm and vigorous foreign 
policy will command for our flag respect 
abroad and fortify every ju st claim we 
have to make among the nations of earth 
H ad the late adm inistration 
sustained 
Consul Greenabaum, had it stood firmly 
by Consul Sewall, had it not shifted and 
twisted and been indecisive of American 
rights abroad ; the deportation of M alie­ 
toa would not have taken place, Samoan 
newspapers would not have been sup­ 
pressed for truth speaking, German m ar­ 
ines would not have searched American 
vessels and houses, nor have imprisoned 
English subjects and American citizens ;

T he “ W hite Book” which the German 
G overnm ent has issued upon the Samoan 
question is a surprise.

criticism his new attitude must provoke, 
by charging all the mistakes made in Sa­ 
moa bv the Germans to the iudiscretion 
and tbe unauthorized action of Consul 
Knappe. 
It is probable that Dr. Knapjte 
has been well rewarded for the hum ilia­ 
tion put upon him as a scapegoat. 
The 
position of Germany is now radically c'.f- 
ferent from th at assumed a few weeks ago- 
If Prince Bismarck is to be considered 
sincere, Germany abandons her pretension 
to dictate the policy of Samoa, or to 
establish over the islands German control. 
If Bismarck binds Germany by his decla­ 
ration, then the Samoan question is settled 
in advance of the meeting of the Berlin 
Commission, for he says th at Germany has 
nothing to do with the internal affairs of 
Sam oa; th at her mission is restricted to 


According to the confession of a walking 
delegate of some of the K nights of Labor 
organizations in New York, the blowing up

T he confession 
goes to the length of charging the conspi­ 
racy and the explosion to the direct order 
of one of the Assembly organizations of 
the K nights. Leading officials of the Order 
have lieeu prom pt to disavow any connec­ 
tion with the affair, and to denounce the 
crime as not changeable to the K nights, 
because by its laws no such attem pt can 
be justified. 
This is certainly true, for no 
organization acting as publicly as this 
would dare to write into its laws the doc­ 
trine of assassination and arson as justifia­ 
ble in order to comjiel employers to do the 
bidding of employes. 
B ut it remains th at 
the Assembly th at is charged with counte­ 
nancing the outrage of February last has 
not seen fit to come to its own defense as 
yet. 
I t is also true that while the laws of 
the K uights may condemn violence, that 
it has often been resorted to under the 
m antle of the organization—th at is, by 
men who have used the facilities of the 
Order for organizing men, and th at the 
Order 
has 
not 
visited 
such 
offend - 
ers with any severe punishm ent. 
If it 
has, we have not been so fortunate as to 
hear of it. The K uights m ust do something 
more than wash their hands of these 
crimes th a t some of th eir mem bership 
commit in their name. 
All such cowardly 
an d brutal resorts to violence are direct 
blows at the best interests of labor. 
The 
day has gone by when civilization will re­ 
main silent and inactive under attem pts 
by any class of men to drive others to 
their liking by terrorism. 
The inaliena­ 
ble right of men in this country to employ 
whom they please, when they please, and 
for w hatever they can bargain for, is to be 
preserved, and all the unionism now exist­ 
ing or th at can be organized hereafter, will 
not prevail against this right, until the 
fountains of free government are dried up 
and the capacity of man to govern himself 
has utterly failed. 
M urder and arson 
are to be, as in the past, infamous crimes 
and stbpping-stones to the gallows-tree, 
and neither T rade Unionism nor any m an­ 
ner of labor organization can use them as 
weapons and not go down liefore outraged 
public sentiment. 
Moreover, the Unions 
have reached the lim it of public toleration 
in their demand for privileges that in turn 
they refuse to others. 
T hat is to say, the 
Unions demand th at employes shall be free 
to leave any employment 
when they 
choose, in groups, singly or as a Itody ; no 
m atter how great the damage to the em­ 
ployer, he is expected to bear it w ithout a 
m urm ur. 
But if, on the other hand, he 
sees fit to dispense with one class of work­ 
ers and to employ another, to practice what 
he may know to I>e an im peiative econo­ 
my, im mediate warfare is declared upon 
him ; property and even life is threatened, 
and, as in the case of the New York 
brewer, attem pts to destroy the working 
capital of the employer may be made. T hat 
is to say, these organizations do not ap­ 
pear to be able to teach their membership 
that the doctrine that wage earners have 
a right to be employed at their own terms 
of necessity 
involves the right of the 
employer to hire workers at his own terms. 
The doctrine cannot obtain in this coun­ 
try and age that men may not choose their 


A m e e t in g was held at Patterson, N. J., 
on the 6th inst. for the purpose of organiz­ 
ing from among manufacturers an associa­ 
tion, the object of which is to endow and 
put into speedy operation a school for the 
instruction of American youth in the arts 
connected with the manufacture of textile 
fabrics. 
These will especially include 
weaving, designing, dyeing, finishing aud 
mounting for market. 
It is full time that 
such a school should be founded. 
We 
have long enough drawn our artisans of 
this class from foreign countries, owing to 
the failure to teach our own in the tech­ 
nical arts relating to textile fabrics. 
The 
European producers of such work are very 
jealous of American workmen who seek in­ 
struction in the foreign establishments, and 
it is only here and there th at an American 
worker who can afford to go abroad for in­ 
struction. 
W hile we protect our indus­ 
tries, we must also be awake to the neces­ 
sity of educating home artisans in all the 
mysteries of textile fabric manufacture, 
and especially do we need to cultivate 
originality in designing in these manu­ 
factures, and cease copying from foreign 
modela. 
A nother purjtose of the meeting 
was to organize against the “despotism’.’ 
which the m anufacturers allege is at­ 
tem pted by the Trade Unions. 
T he man­ 
ufacturers claim th at they cannot compete 
with the foreign makers under the op­ 
pressive regulations of the Unions, nor de­ 
velop American skilled workers in the 
face of the exactions of the Laiions. 
It is 
to he hoped th at the organization will be 
able to narrow any breach now existing 
between labor organizations and m anu­ 
facturers. 
A great deal may be accom­ 
plished by consultation and comparison of 
I the claims of th e respective interests, and 
the new organization of manufacturers may 
be able by wise action to accomplish much 
in the way of harmonizing these interests.

The State Board of Equalization has is­ 
sued the following im portant circular letter 
to County Asessors:

The in ­ 
ten t of the Aet was to exem pt trees anti vines 
from assessment. You are directed to disregard 
this Act and a-sess trees anti vines, as iu former 
years, as-im p ro v em en ts.” because th e Act, so 
far as it attem pts to exclude trees and vines 
from assessm ent, is clearly unconstitutional. 
The Constitution of this Stale declares th at 
all property shall be assessed, except certain 
property, therein nam ed, to be exem pt, am ong 
w hich is " giow ing crops.”

T he Child to R em ain in the Custody 
o f the B uckling—The C ircum ­ 
stances R eview ed—E tc 


The matter of the custody of Ida Cham­ 
bers. a m iD o r orphan child, which has been 
a bone of contention for some time past 
between the Managers of the Protestant 
Orphan Asylnm and Walter M. Bncklin 
and wife, came up for final decision nefore 
Judge Armstrong yesterday. 
The facts 
have been previously presented and the 
points at issue argued. The Court decided 
that the child must remain with her pres­ 
ent custodians, the Buckiitts, and the rea­ 
sons therefor are forth in the following

m e tacts of the ca-e are substantially as 
follow s: The parents of the child have been 
(lead lor more th an two years, soon after the 
death of the m other the child was received into 
th e Asylum, i t is about three years and six 
m onths old. The Bucklius are and have been 
ve 
yvars husband and wife. 
H aving no 
children, they desired to adopt a child as th -ir 
Own. 
On or about the 4th day of January, 1889, Mrs. 
Bncklin w ent to the asylum to see if she could 
b d a child she would like. She was favorably 
im press- d w ith the child Clara, and was per­ 
m itted to take the child from the asylum to her 
hom e, w ith a view to adop: it. T hereafter the 
rh ilo rem ained in the custody of the Bueklins 
by the .consent of the Manasteis. They were 
anxious to obtain a hom e for it as well as for 
o ther children in the institution 
A few days 
before the m eeting of the Managers, wnich was 
to re held on the 5th day of M arch, 1889, they 
m tined Mrs Bncklin to come before them with 
the child to determ ine if she wished to adopt it 
bhe w ent with it pursuant to the notice, and in­ 
form ed them th at she wished to adopt the chi d 
« was then determ ined th at the President oi' 
the Board of M anagers should attend to the 
adoption, and she told Mrs. Bncklin th a t she 
wou.d attend to it, and w ould let h er know 
"'h st day. but she failed to do so. 
i 
. bebretary of the M anagers was then 
deputed by th e President to attend to it in her 
stead 
The .Secretary saw Mrs. Bueklin and 
told th a t she would go w ith her and attend to 
it in a few days, but she failed to do it. She 
states th at the reason of her delav was th at she 
w anted to m ake some Inquiry as io the charac­ 
ter an d conditi n ol the m e.klm s but th a t she 
had m ade no inquiry. 
, . Ali these lac-ts were shown by proof before 
th e Judge upon the hearing of the appli ation 
for the order now sought to be vacated. And in 
addition thereto it was then show n th a t the 
Bueklins w ere lit and proper persons, both fi­ 
nancially an d m -rally, to have the care, custody 
and education of the child, and th a t the in­ 
terest ol the child would be prom oted by p-r- 
m itting them to adopt it as th eir ow n. A t th at 
tim e the Bueklins called the attention of the 
Judge to the fact th at the M anagers of the asy­ 
lum had not been not.tied of the application for 
leave to adopt the child : hut th e Judge was of 
the opinion th at no notice to them was neces* 
sa ry. 
B aring the tim e w hich intervened b etw e.n 
the -1th day of January and th e l'Jih day of 
M arch 'h e child was in the care and custody of 
th e Bueklins, and supported at th eir ex Dense, 
and not at the expense of the asylum . 1 here is 
no evidente tin t the M anagers a re a corpora­ 
tion or represent a corporation. It. w :s objected 
at the heariug th at neither Mrs. Tw itchell nor 
the Managers of the institution has or have such 
rig h t to the custody of the cbiid as w ill enable 
them to m aintain this proceeding to vacate the 
order in question. If there is any statute which 
conters the n g n t upon the M anagers or officers 
o f any orphan asylum to th e care, custody and 
education oi any orphan child it has escaped 
my researches; and it is certain no such right 
isco u lerred by the common law. But it the 
order in question was im providently m ade, or 
is void for any reason, the M anagers or any of 
them may be perm itted amicus curia to call the 
attention of the Court to it. 
Is the order void 
because the M anagers did not give th eir con­ 
sent to it ? The answ er to this question involves 
a review of the law which authorizes the adop­ 
tion of m inors. Division I., P art III., Title II., 
chapter II. of the Civil Code provides for the 
adoption of m inor children. The chapter con­ 
sists of Sections 221 to and including ¡section 230. 
Section 221 reads thus : 
? -Any m inor chiid m ay he adopted by any 
ad u lt person in the eases subject to the rules 
prescribed in this chapter.” 
This section authorizes the adoption of “ any 
m inor c h ild ” in " e a s e s ” prescribed in th at 
chapter. The only lim itation upon the power 
of the Court or Judge to order an adoption is 
contained in .Section 221, which is us follows : 
” A legitim ate child cannot be adopted w ith ­ 
out the consent ol the parents, if living; nor ail 
illegitim ate child w ithout the consent of its 
m other, if living; except th a t consent is not 
necessary from a lath er or m other deprived ot 
civil rights, or adjudged guilty of adultery or 
cruelty am i for e:t:ier cause divorced, or 
adjudged to be an habitual drunkard, or who 
has been judicially deprived of the custody of 
the child on account ol cruelty or neglect.” 
In th ein ie rp retatio n au d co D stn ie tk .il of the 
statutes it is m e duty o f the Co a t to look at 
the source w hence they were unten 
The law 
providing for the adoption of m inor children 
was unknow n to the com m on law, but it was a 
lam ih ar principle in the civil law . The law of 
adoption is of th e oldest am lquity; 
it was 
known am ong the Hebrews, th e Asyrians and 
the Egyptians, the Greeks and the Homans, the 
ancient Germ ans and the Freuch, a-*d it was 
introduced into Louisiana by 8pain. 
in ail the 
Civilized nations in the world where the civil 
law prevails, the law of adoption has a place in 
th eir jurisprudence. (Vidal \ s Conwagere. 13 
La. A n .,516, Ellen W. Upton vs W. M. \s llson, 16 
La. An , 175; H um phries vs. Davis, 50 Am. hep.. 
7Mi.) 
Adopti-.u w as m ade in one ot two; ways, ' 
eith er by im perial rescript, or authority oi the 
m agistrate. 
<Cooper’s Justinian, Lib. 1., Tit. 
XL, Section 1.) The coussiit of the lather, 
b ut not the consent of the m other or other per­ 
son, was visually to be given to the adoption of 
his child by another, though it was not uni­ 
form ly necessary. If th e power of the lath er 
o-, cr the child had been dissolved by loss of 
lilierty or citizenship or the elevation of the 
son to certain dignities, his consent was uot 
necessary to the adoption. 
The mode ot adop 
tion was by a kind of a fictitious suit or feigned 
recovery, in w hich the adopter was supposed to 
claim the child, and the father m ade no defense 
if he conseuted, or if it was a case in which li s 
consent was uot neerssary he was precluded 
from m aking defense, and 'h e m a istrate de­ 
clared the child th a t of the adopter. 
Where 
there was no father this proceeding was dis- 
nensed w ith. (Cunnin's Institute of Justinian, 
56-53-60.) ¡Such being the civil law from which 
our code on the subiect of adoption was taken, 
it will not he presum ed th at the Legislature in­ 
tended to impose a restriction or lim itation 
upon the power granted in .Section 221 further 
th an is expressly declared in Section 224. and 
the case now before the Court is not w ithin the 
restriction or lim itation imposed by th at sec­ 
tion. 
Aud it seems clear th at Section 226 m u-t 
be read ill the light of those sections, and when 
it provides th-.t ” thc persons adopting a child 
and the child adopter! and the otb.-r persons, if 
w ithin or r sidents of th is State, whose consent 
is necessary, m ust appear before the Judge of 
the Superior Court of the county w here the per- 
so.i sdopting resides and the necessary consent 
m ust thereupon be signed:” the words "the 
oth er persons, If w ithin or residents of this 
¡state, whose consent is necessary,” m ust be 
construed and interpreted to relsr to the parents 
ot a legitim ate ch i'd , it living, or the m other of 
an illegitim ate child. If living, m entioned in 
Section 2 4. and no other persons : otherw ise, 
the adoption is not to be m ade in he cases and 
subject to the rules prescribed in th at chapter, 
as provided in Section 221. 
And ibis view is an answ er to the Argument 
founded upon the A etof the Legislature entitled 
•’An Act to authorize the M anagers cl'o rp h an 
asylum s to give th eir cot sent to the adoption of 
certain children under th eir care.” approved 
April 1, 18*8, w hich is as follows: ” The Man­ 
agers of the several orphan asylum s in this State 
arc hereby authorized and em powered 'o con­ 
sent to the adoption of aDy orphan child or 
child abandoned by its parents, in the same 
m an n er th a t parents are by law authorized to 
consent to the adoption of th eir children : pro­ 
vided, however, th at such orphan child or child 
abandoned by its parents shall have tiecn in the 
cu aig e and tinder the m anagem ent of the Man 
a .e rs of such orphan asylum for the period of 
one year prior to such adoption, and during 
Uiat period supported wholly at the expense of 
said asylum ” 
This Act is no part of that chapter of the 
Civil Code, nor does it purport to he an amend 
m en! thereof; nor does it assume to declare that 
the couseut of tbc Managers is necessary to the 
adoption of an orphan child; it only empowers 
them to give, oousent, but is not restrictive of 
the jurisdiction of the Court. Jf the consent of 
the Managers of an orphan asylum is necessary 
to the jurisdiction of the Court when the child 
had been in the asylum for one year, to order 
it- adoption by another person, then they might 
prevent the child from being adopted till it ar­ 
rived at its majority and thus cut it off from the 
rights it might acquire as the adopted child of 
persons both morally and financially able to 
give it, as it grew up. stAtidiug in community 
•aid a fair start in life with the right to succeed 
to the estate of the adopted parents at their 
death. 
No such construction can be given that 
Act. It is unreasonable. It cauuot be construed 
or interpreted to limit or circumscribe the juris­ 
diction or the Court or Judge as defined in the 
Civil Code 
To give that Act such a construc­ 
tion or interpretation would lie to repeal the 
Chapter of the Civil Code already cited; but re­ 
p tal by implication is not favored. 
In case of 
a repugnance or irreconcilable inconsistency, or 
where the entire subject matter is intended to 
be revised, but not otherwise, dots a subse­ 
q u en t Act repeal a former Act by implication. 


(Weed vs. Maynard, 52 Cal. 459; estete o f Beach, 
63 Cal. 458; Cole vs. Fisher, 66 Cal. 441; People 
vs. Pratt, 57 Cal. 21; Sacramento vs. Bird. 15Cal. 
¿94; Treadwell vs. Supervisors, 62 Cal. £63 ) The 
Act does uot contain any exprtss repeal of for­ 
mer Acts, whether consistent or inconsistent. 
And there is no repeal by necessary implication 
of any part of the chapter of the Civil Code 
which provides for the adoption of children. 
W nen the parents of a child die. there is no 
principle o f either the common law or of the 
civil law which confers parental authority upon 
auy person, aggregation of persons or corpora­ 
tion over the child; and nothing le^s than an 
express statute iu direct terms can confer such 
authority. 
U nder every system of jurisprudence in every 
civilized ¿tate, the Court of Equity or other Su­ 
perior Court, as parens patrica is clothed w ith 
paternal jurisdiction to superintend and pio- 
tect orphan children, and other infant-, as w ell 
as dlots and lunatics. (28¡ory’s t quitv Jurispru­ 
dence l.>fó. 1334,1335, 1386.) In the exercise of 
this junsdic iun, the Court m ay appoint a per­ 
son known as gtiardi.-n in the common law , or 
a person know n as tutor in the civil law, w ith 
power over the peison and estate of the m inor, 
or m ight decree an adoption under the civil 
Taw; and in the exercise of ihe jurisdiction in 
either case, the interest and the welfare of the 
m inor are the controlling considerations, and 
with this object in view, in a case where the 
interest and w elfare of the child w ill be pro­ 
m oted, the Court will deprive the parents of 
their parental authority 
(C. C. 246; M nith vs. 
Sm ith, 20 Am. Dec 324: H urd on h ateas corpu« 
4t>l; S utler vs. Freem an, Am bler Kep. :5§2* 
Brook vs. Logan 2 Am. at. Rep. 177 and notes 
thereto.) 
The Act entitled “An d ct in Relation to the 
Case ol O rphans ar.d Abandoned Children. ’ 
approved M arch 7,1874, gives to the officers or 
M anagers ol Orphan Asvlums having under 
their care such ubandoued child as is described 
in the Act “ the preferred right to the guard­ 
ianship of such child," but they m ust receive 
their appointm ent from the proper Court- but 
even that Act dees not confer uj> oii them the 
right of guardianship o f an orphan, nor any 
other right or au:hority over orphan children. 
It cannot he -uferred from anv statute we 
have been able to find th a t li was*the intention 
of the Legislature to eoofei power upon the offi­ 
cers or m em bers of any orphan asylum io pre­ 
vent the adopti- n o f orphan chi. dren. The ex- 
i*tence oi such a power would be dangerous to 
the iuteiest and wel are ot such children. An 
adopted child by its adopt ion acquires im portant 
rights, of which it m ight be deprived by an ob­ 
stinate and perverse exercise of such* pow er; 
and, so do the adopted parents acquire im port­ 
an t rights, 
l he legal status or relation created 
by adoption is th at of natural parents and child, 
w ith all ihe m utual rights, duties and obliga­ 
tions flowing th eief’om. 
It is provided in the 
chapter on adoption in the Civil «'ode th at “ a 
child, w hen adopted, m ay take the fam ilvDam e 
of the person adopting. 
After adopting the two 
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shall sustain tow ard each other tLe legal rela­ 
tions of parent and child, and he subject to all 
the duties o f that relation.” 
(.:. 0. 228.) This 
confers the lig h t of mu . e--!ou or inheritance, 
not only 
from the adopted parents to the 
adopted child, but to the grand children, and 
vice versa, t orn the adopted c'uiid or grand 
children to the adopted parents. (H um phries 
vs. Davis, 50 Am., Kep. 78S: Boss vs 
Ross :j7 
K<;p' 32l; Curnia’s institutes ot Justinian, 
19'.} 
Ii is a m atter of history th a t Augustus desir­ 
ing to have Tiberius a» his son 
nd <iefinauipus 
as his grandson, declined to adopt Tiberius 
until he had adopted G erm snicus, and then Au­ 
gustus adopted T iberius, who becam e his son 
and Germ anicus the grandson. “ »t the same in- ’ th e 
slant by adoption,” as stated l.v Justinian 
' 
(Cooper’s Justinian, Lib. I., Tit. XI., fee. 11.) 
Thus the right of succession or inheritance was 
created betw een them , and as our law of adop­ 
tion cam e from the civil law, the fam e rights 
are created by adoption. 
But there is another circum stance w hich mnv 
be considered : By Suction 226 ” Ihe persons, if 
w ithin or residents of this State, whose consent 
is ueces-ary, m ust appear before the Judge of 
the Superior Court, and then necessary consent

The Sacramento Free Kindergarten, the 
founding of which was first agitated a few 
weeks 8go, opened on Thursday, in its neat 
quarters on the southwest corner of Second 
and M strei ts.

she already had eighteen cunning ”tots” to 
manage, and it was both interesting and 
amusing to watch the little ones in their 
novel training school. 
The oldest was 
probably less than six years of age, while 
the majority were from three to four years. 
When the reporter stepped into the room 
tb ■ youngsters were just being arranged in 
single file by the teacher, preparatory to 
marching about on the line of a circle 
painted on the floor. 
Miss Chase then 
seated herseif at the piano, and to slow 
time the children went arcuDd the ring 
three times, when they were sent to their 
seats. 
The latter are new and comfortable 
little chairs, in rows, in front of which are 
neat pine tables of the proper bight.

TH E SMUGGLES. 


In the year 1773, previous to the an­ 
nexation of the Isle of Man to the Eng­ 
lish crown, the inducements for smuggling 
from that well-known spot were of the 1 
most seductive character, giving employ­ 
ment to a few hardy and daring spirits, 
whose large profits in their perilous trade 
more than compensated them for the con­ 
tinual risk they encountered in their 
nightly ravages from the island to the 
shores of the Solway. 
This inland of the 
Irish sea, once a rendezvous for numerous 
freebooters and smugglers, is now ren­ 
dered a place of no small commercial im­ 
portance. as well as forming a military and 
naval depot for the crowded ranks aud nu­ 
merous fleets of the Hritis.li army and 
navy. 
Its productive soil and highly cul­ 
tivated lands, its neat cottages and admira­ 
ble roads are a picture of modern im­ 
provements, while at all times it wears a 
lively and busy appearance. 
From the 
highest point of the island, in clear weather, 
the visitor has a view of the three united 
kingdoms. 
It was at the close of a fine day in the 
latter part of August, 1772, that a two- 
masted lugger was seen riding at a single 
anchor in a <piiet cove on the west side of 
the island. The craft might have been of 
about 1-50 tons burden, though her dark, 
low hull gave her the appearance of being 
much smaller, while the symmetry of her 
spars and rigging, tapering beautifully at 
their various points as seen against the 
sky, showed her to he a craft upon whose 
rig time and care had been expended. 
Around her hull extended a line of red, 
broken at two points on each side by an 
open port, while the bight of the waist 
showed that it was intended to serve as a 
breast work to those who navigated the 
vessel in times of danger. 
Altogether, 
you would have pronounced the lugger at 
first sight a suspicious craft, and, unless 
she carried the King's commission, one 
most likely bent upon mischief. At the 
hour of which I write an individual rather 
below the usual hight, yet commanding in 
appearance, in 
seaman’s garb, with a 
broad belt about his waist, into which was 
thrust a couple of (warding pistols, was 
pacing the quarter deck; in his hand he 
held a speaking trumpet, which at this 
moment he raised to his lips and issued 
the necessary orders for getting under 
■weigh. 
Fifty as fine fellows as ever handled a 
murlinspike sprang cheerfully to execute 
his orders, enlivened by the shrill tones of 
the boatswain’s whistle. 
While all was 
bustle and activity about him. the Captain 
slowly promenaded the quarter deck, pre­ 
senting the picture of a young hero. 
Blended in his open countenance was the 
spirit of daring, but yet of noble purpose, 
his mild, thoughtful eye belied his other­ 
wise spirited appearance. 
His form, as we 
have said, was rather below the ordinary 
hight, yet he was handsome in figure, his 
person evincing great power of endurance, 
with strength and agility ; he might have 
been in age about 22 years. 
“ We are brought to, sir,” said the First 
Lieutenant of the lugger to his Captain. 
“ Heave round, sir," was the prompt 
nautical reply. 
“ Heave and pull.” 
The anchor being raised and stowed, the 
wide breadth of canvas peculiar to the 
lugger rig, formerly so well-known in the 
Bay of Biscay and the British channel, was 
spread upon the life-like vessel, and bend­ 
ing gracefully under the influence of the 
gentle west wind, she took her course un­ 
der a cloud of canvas for the shores of the 
Solway. 
“ Mr. Merrick,” said the Captain to his 
first officer. “ I think we are likely to have 
trouble on this night’s trip. 
1 learn from 
trusty agents that intelligence has been 
lodged relative to the character of our 
swift-footed craft, and I fear there has been 
treachery aboard the Dolphin.” 
So was 
the lugger named. 
“ I hardly think that. Captain,” he re­ 
plied, “ though the crew have had full 
freedom on shore and have lately visited 
Carlisle and Keswick.” 
“ They know the rules of the ship, Mr. 
Merrick,” said the commander sternly, 
“ aud how treachery will be rewarded. 
Let the crew sleep with one eye open ; we 
may have work for them.” 
The watch was set, while the remainder 
of the crew “ turned in all standing,” 
which signifies in sea parlance with their 
clothes on, ready for prompt and immedi­ 
ate service. The cargo on board the craft 
that now rounded the mouth of the shelt­ 
ering cove was contraband and valuable, 
and the object of the commander was to 
land it safely and return from the main 
land to the island before morning. 
The lugger held on her course till round­ 
ing the northern point of the island, when 
the Captain, who had not left the deck, 
discovered off his starboard bow a vessel, 
whose indistinct outlines alone discernible 
in the darkness of the night, ap|>eared to 
lie those of a large craft; at the same mo­ 
ment the lookout forward discovered and 
announced the stranger as a sloop of war 
tinder easy sail. 
The course of the Dolphin was changed 
two or three points more northerly, in the 
hope of passing the strange sail at such a 
distance as not to he noticed by her crew; 
the eflort was successful; the commander 
of the sloop; not exjieoting his prey at this 
hour, was not on the lookout for the 
smuggler. On board the well regulated 
lugger all was silent as the night itself, 
while every sail expanded with ihe fresh­ 
ening breeze. 
“ Mr. Merrick,” said the Captain, when 
silence was no longer necessary, “ pipe the 
crew to quarters, sir: I have a few words 
to say to them that may serve as a rough 
nightcap for even those sea dogs.” 
The wakeful crew, most of whom were 
already on deck, having heard of the 
proximity of the stranger, gathered quietly 
aft near the sacred precincts of the quarter 
deck, where they stood with their hats off 
ahd their hair waving wildly in the night 
air. A well disciplined ship’s crew look 
upon their Captain with much the same 
xe»pect as does a courtier upon his King, 
save that if possible the former is more 
profound, as is the authority of his supe­ 
rior more absolute. 
“ My lads,” said the young commander, 
addressing his attentive crew, “ most of 
you saw that strange sail we passed within 
the hour; do vou know that nothing save 
treachery couid have placed that vessel 


in the direct track of the Dolphin’s night 
course?” 
“ It does look mighty 'spicious, your 
honor,” said an old seaman in the front 
ranks of the crew, “ but shiver my timbers 
if I believe we’ve got anybody shipped 
aboard this ere craft but loves the saucy 
Dolphin and your honor too well to play 
them a scurvy trick.” 
“ There has been treachery, I have said ; 
is there one of my crew that can tell me 
its penalty aboard this ship?” 
“ Death at the yardarm,” sounded from 
the deep guttural voices of the crew, who 
shrunk beneath the piercing eye of their 
Captain. 
“ It is my duty,” said he, “ to watch 
over your interests and my own with a 
jealous eye. I never deceive you, niv men ; 
the traitor shall receive his punishment 
though I pursue him to the foot of the 
throne. 
Enough ; to yonr duty.” 
The hours passed on—the busy crew 
had landed the cargo, and in the hands of 
confidential agents it was soon hidden from 
the most careful search of the revenue 
officers. 
The greatest danger was yet to be en­ 
countered. 
The cargo landed, the lugger 
must again sail for the sheltering protec­ 
tion of the island, but the rising moon now 
threw its mellow and unwelcome light— 
unwelcome at least to those on board the 
Dolphin—across the heaving .-wells of the 
Irish sea. 
Hardly had the lugger got under weigh 
before the cruiser was again discovered ly­ 
ing midway between the English coast and 
the island ; the course the Dolphin steered, 
and in fact the only route she could take, 
would bring her in full view of the cruiser 
and within range of her guns. The Captain 
of the lugger viewed the dilemma with 
calm and quiet countenance, giving his 
orders in a tone that inspired those about 
him with fresli courage. The two vessels 
were now fast approaching each other, 
when a coarse hail came down across the 
water from the sloop, “ What vessel is 
that?” 
The Captain of the lugger, knowing that 
every moment he could gain in delay was 
of the utmost importance in the further­ 
ance of his purpose to run the gauntlet of 
the cruiser’s broadside, made a mumbling 
and inaudible reply through his trumpet, 
so that the query from the sloop was put, 
“ What answer do you make?” 
The breeze still freshening drove the 
lugger, with her widespread canvas, swiftly 
through the water. She was already nearly 
abreast of the cruiser, which, having 
tacked, now stood on the same course as 
her adversary. 
“ W hat vessel is that?” was the ques­ 
tion again put from the commander of the 
sloop, to which he added. “ Answer, or I 
shall fire into you.” 
No reply being made to this hail the 
Captain of the York, for so thecruiser was 
called, ordered a shot fired into the lugger, 
“ to wake her up,” as heoliserved ; the ball, 
passing through the white field of the 
mainsail, struck the water far to wind­ 
ward. The compliment was immediately 
returned from a heavy gun amidships of 
the lugger, the ball of which, aimed by 
the hands of the Captain himself, shot 
away the foretopmast of the York, which 
fell with all its hamper to the deck. 
A 
fierce broadside from the cruiser followed 
this discharge, making sad havoc among 
the symmetrical rig of the Dolphin. 
The armament of the lugger consisted 
of four small pieces of ordnance and one 
gun amidships, revolving upon a pivot, 
which was of superior metal to that of any 
gun on board the York. 
From this instru­ 
ment of death the missiles of destruction 
were so faithfully aimed that already had 
the foremast of the cruiser come lumber­ 
ing upon the deck, confounding the crew 
and greatly retarding the means of de­ 
fense. 
The York carried sixteen guns 
with a complement of about 150 men. She 
was now unable for several moments to re­ 
turn the constant and destructive fire of 
the lugger, the wreck of the foremast hav­ 
ing fallen along the larboard battery, be­ 
ing the side nearest the Dolphin. Both 
vessels were so cut up in their rigging as 
to make hut little headway, and were now 
rising and falling on swells of the sea 
within a few yards of each other. 
Several of the heavy shots from the 
lugger bad penetrated the Y'ork’s side at 
the water line, and a large number of the 
crew of the latter vessel were pi|>ed to the 
pumps, as the craft was fast making large 
quantities of water. At this pioment the 
eye of the smuggler Captain rested upon 
the jierson of one of his own foremast men 
on lioard the enemy—the truth flashed in 
a moment across his mind, the treachery 
was accounted for, and there stood the 
traitor. 
In an instant the grapnel irons 
were ordered to lie thrown and the hoard­ 
ers piped to duty, a few hasty words from 
the commander of the Dolphin sufficed to 
inform his followers that the traitor of the 
crew was on board the York, and, headed 
by their brave and daring Captain, the 
lugger’s men leaped on the cruiser’s deck. 
“ Secure the traitor and back with you 
all,” cried the Captain, pointing with one 
hand to the trembling villain who had be­ 
trayed them, while his other he kept a 
score of them at bay with his flashing 
sword. 
After securing their treacherous com­ 
rade the Dolphin’s crew retreated swiftly 
to their own vessel, amid the astonishment 
of the crew of the Y’ork, who had lieen 
taken completely by surprise, the deed be­ 
ing accomplished in far less time tiian is 
required to relate the particulars. 
Regaining his own deck the Captain of 
the lugger now hacked his topsails, while 
those that remained to the York continued 
full; thus the two vessels parted. The 
Dolphin, as she fell astern of her antago­ 
nist, gave her one raking shot, which did 
fearful havoc upon her deck. The Captain 
of the cruiser was forced to make all speed 
for the shore, when the York was run 
aground in a sinking condition.

NEARLY POUR MILLIONS OF PROP­ 


ERTY DESTROYED. 


M en L eap F rom T hree-Story B u ild ­ 
in g s to E scap e th e F la m e s—Som e 
K ilied an d M any W ou n d ed .

New Yohk, April 19th.—The largest and 
fiercest fire witnessed here for years swept 
the east bank of North river clear to-day 
from Nicety-fifth street to what would be 
Sixty-fifth street if that street ran to the 
river. It destroyed more than a million 
and a half of property belonging to the 
New York Central Railroad Company, and 
a t least half a million dollars worth of lard 
and flour and the like, belonging to other 
persons, notably' N. K. Fairbauk, the great 
Chicago lard m erchant. Flames destroyed 
tw o big elevators of the Vanderbilt system, 
a big brick building stretching from Fifty- 
n in th to Sixtieth 
street, and occupied 
jointly by the Fait bank Lard Refinery and 
th e Rossiter stores, and wiped out ’he dock 
properly of the New York Central Railroad 
from Fifty-ninth to past Sixty-fifth street. 
H enry Benning, a workman in the Fair- 
baud refinery, was killed by a jum p from 
the third-story window. Many others were 
injured by jum ping, but in the great con­ 
fusion attending the conflagration names 
and the e x te u t of injuries of but few were 
obtained. Rumors weie rife all evening 
th at a num ber ol workmen had been 
caught and burned in the refinery, but it 
has been impossible to verify them . 
T he fire broke out in the southeast cor­ 
ner of the Fairbauk refinery, how. nobody 
knows. Soaked in grease, as the old build­ 
ing was, it was in flames in an instant. 
Men who were at work in every story 
dropped their tools and ran to save their 
lives. 
The staircases 
were columns of 
flames, and the windows presented the 
only means of escape. Pursued close by 
th e fire the men 
FLl'NG THEMSELVES OCT HEADLONG, 
A nd how m any there were nobody could 
tell. Many who cauie out were picked up 
and carried away by their friends. The 
fire had soon swept throughout the length 
of the building and shot over towards the 
big grain elevators of the New York Cen­ 
tral Railroad. 
Between the place where the engines 
w ere stationed and the elevators were 
twenty-seven railroad tracks, which no 
fire-engine could cross, and next the stock­ 
yards, a half a mile of broad inclosure, 
and pens were equally impassible. There 
was no way for a fire-engine to reach the 
elevators except along Sixtieth street, past 
th e burning building, and that street, alter 
tw o engines had fought their way pas*, 
was blocked by falling walls. 
Furtherm ore, near the elevators was only 
one sm all water pipe. Tue fire-beats were 
sent for, and several ol them soon began 
w ork in 
A HEROIC STRUGGLE 
T o save the elevators, but it was all in 
vain. A tremendous heal from fire across 
th e street dried and warped the wood-work 
o f the big frame building under its corru­ 
gated iron sheathing, and in a short time the 
elavator was on fire and burning lircely. 
Soon after the walls of the Rossiter stores 
fell, releasing tons on ions of burning m er­ 
chandise that rolled in every direction. 
This increased the heat and flame, and 
the eflbrts of the firemen seemed to be en­ 
tirely useless. About th’s tim e the stock- 
yaros pens were cleared out. 
A t 7 o’clock elevator "B ” caught on fire, 
an d the scene then in the growing darkness 
w as so lurid in effects that it made 
A SrECTACLE OF AWFUL GRANDEUR. 
The second elevator was entirely con­ 
sum ed also, and at II o’clock to-night, 
w hen the fire was gotten under control, a 
half-m ile of ruins sent out a furnace heat. 
A u estimate of the tosses is as follow s: 
T h e Rossiter stores and contents, $900,000; 
th e Wilcox Company's stock, $450,000; E l­ 
evator A, $800,000; 'Elevator B, $750,000; 
L ock D and contents, $200,000; Dock A, 
$35,000: the W ilcox building, $220.000; to­ 
tal, $3,355.000. The loss to the property of 
the New Y ork Central Company is covered 
by insurance. 
The W ilcox Company's 
stock was insured for $100.000. 
At a late hour to-night it is stated that 
four men were in the ruins of the Wilcox 
C om pany's building. 


U N D E R T H E W H E E L S . 


A D ru k e n M an S h o c k in g ly M a n g le d by a 
R a ilro a d T ra in . 
Last evening Coroner Clark held an in­ 
quest on the remains of a man named 
Kossuth, who was run over by the cars on 
Thursday morning near Elk Grove and cut 
to pieces. It was developed that the man, 
who was of Indian and Mexican origin, 
had been drunk the previous evening and 
started down the railroad track in that 
condition. He must have fallen between 
the rails and not across the track, as in the 
latter position he could not have been 
mangled in such a manner. The Coioner's 
assistants say they never saw such a esse. 
Almost every bone in his body was broken, 
and the largest piece left together was a 
part of one leg, about one and a half feet 
long. Strange to say, his face was not 
mutilated in the least, but the back of his 
head was crushed in a frightful manner. 
The engineer of the train says he knew 
nothing of the accident until he was re­ 
turning over the same road, when he was 
hailed by some parties and asked if he had 
not run over a man. 
He told them he 


thought not, but on examination of his 
engine he fonnd shreds of clothing and 
some blood. 
The Coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of 
accidental death, and exonerated the rail­ 
road employes fr o m ^ blame.

A b s tra c ts o l D e c isio n s In T w o S a c ra ­ 
m e n to D is tric t C ases. 
The following decisions have been made 
by the Supreme Court aDd filed in the 
office at the Capitol: 
W ashburn, respondent, vs. H untington 
et al., appellants—An action brought in 
Placer county by plaintiff, as assignee in 
insolvency of one Jones, io recover certain 
book accounts transfrrretl by Jones to de­ 
fendants on July 27, 1886. 
The transfer 
was made by orders drawn by Jones on his 
debtors, in favor of defendants. W ithin 
less than one m i nth alter the transfer 
Jones filed a petition in insolvency, and o.u 
the same day was deelaied an insolvent. 
Judgm ent was reversed, and the cau=e 
remanded with direction to find, on the iacts 
found, whether or net, as a conclusion ot 
law, the plaintiff is entitled to recover the 
orders sued for, and to enter juagm ent in 
accordance with such finding. 
He i> en­ 
titled to recover the ordtrs (the value o 
w hich have been found to be $250), ami it 
is ordered that judgm ent be entered as pro­ 
vided in Section 667 cf the Code of Civil 
Procedure, if it is determined that plain­ 
tiff is not entitled to recover the orders, 
judgm ent shouid be entered for defendant. 
W hite vs. Lee, on appeal by plaintiff— 
An action to determ ine the right to a ruin­ 
ing ciaim. The judgm ent and order ap­ 
pealed from was reversed, and the cause re­ 
m anded for a new trial.
